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On September t, 1975, Assistant to th© Director • 
Utility Associate Director Janes li. Adams and I talked via 
telephone with an individual who has requested that his Identity 
reiuai n confidential. He advised that a source, whom he wouljl 
not reveal, had indicated that a tow days prior to the asca* 
filiation a toletyiu had been sent to all Special Agents in 
Charge concerning recoix>t of information that a militant group 
wight attempt to assassinate President Kennedy. The source 
also told hin that all copies of this telotypu are gone* He 
advised that the uourco was supposed to make a hard copy of 
the teletype available the following Thursday morning; however, 
froji nis notes thp teletype ac best as could be reconstructed •

Additionally, another individual, who also rogucstod 
that his name be kept confidential, contacted our Dallas Office 
on September 17, 1975, advising tiiat he hot! received information 
similar to that above. He would not reveal his source of 
information,, but said the allayed teletype read as follows!

Allegations regarding this matter first came up in 
19CB. James Garrison, who wss then District Attorney in hew 
Orleans, Louisiana, otated on the Johnny Carson television show 
on the night of January 31 - February 1, 1963. that a former 
New Orleans Tbl employee had told Hark Lane, who was helping 
Garrison in his investigation of tho assassination, that such 
« teletype had boon recoivcd at the Hew Orleans Office. The 
former clerk, William £.. Walter, on the following day denied 
knowledge of tho teletype and denied tolling anyono of such A 
teletype/ Ho subsequently chanyo-l his story, claiming that 
sucli a teletypo was received by him at the tlew Orleans Office 
of tho FBI during tho oarly morning hours of November 17, 1963. 
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An extensive inquiry was conducted into this matter . 
by the PDI in 1960. No record was located of any »uch tele- 
type and no other person was located who had any knowledge of it 



Details regarding thle inquiry were furnished to the 
Dopartment of Justice by communications dated; February 2, 1968; 
iebruary 5, 1968 (2); February 6, I960; March 20, 1968 (2); 

March 28, 1968; April 1, 1968; April 4 , 1968; April 6, 1968; 

Hay 3, 1968; May 10, 1968; May 16, 1968; December 23, 1968; 
Docombor 26, 1968. December 31, 1968, . 

A copy of each of these communications le attached. 
Also attached is a copy of a press release the FBI has mad© in 
tills matter. 

Current information regarding the alleged tolotype 
io moro specif id than was available in 1968. A study ^of the 
text of the alloyed teletype reveals several variances in for- 
mat and wording with communications and investigative procedures 
in existence in 1963. The moot significant varieeico io that 
the alleged teletype says that a militant revolutionary group', 
may attempt to assassinate President Kennedy. The instructions 
issued to the field in the alleged teletype aro to contact 
several oifforent ty^os of informants . but Security Informants 
(SIo) and Potential Security Informants (PSIs) are not 
Included. A "militant revolutionary group" would be investi- 
gated a s a security matter and instructions would be issued 
to contact Sla and P6Ia first and foremost. 



The date and time in the alleged teletype are in 
rovorce order from tho format in use in 1963. 

The terminology ‘one jage,*’ should be on tho 
oamo linu as and follow ‘From Director.'' It should read 
IP" instead of "ono pago." 

In both current versions of the teletypo, tho 
initials, ’llLF," appear aftor the dato '11/17/63.' These 
Initials would be those of the teletype operator sending tho 
uiosoage. Records of the FBI fall to show a person having 
those initials working aa a tolotype operator at FBI Headquarters 
in 1963. Vie have an employoe with the initials ‘IlFL,’ who

check waa also made of communication 8 dispatched on 
November 16, 1963, and there were only three, those beingi 
(1) a teletype in a fugitive caeo, (2) an alrtol (which if 
an intra -FBI teletype aont through the mail) in a stolen 
motor vehicle investigation, and (3) an airtel concerning a 
military deserter. None of these communications nade mention 
of President Kennedy. 

The individual who contacted the Dallas Office on 
September 17, 1975, furnished a phonetic list of seven 
Agents and three clorks who were assigned to the New Orleans 
Office in 1963, and who supposedly Knew about the alleged 
teletype. Six of the individuals wore interviewed during 
tuo 1968 inquiry and all denied any Knowledge of the November 17, 
19t>3 teletype. 



It should be noted that in 1968 fifty- thre<» employees 
of tho New Orleans Office who were assigned there in November, 
1963, were interviewed and none had any Knowledge of the 
alleged teletype- Additionally, the two persons who held the 
sane poaition on Uovcr.dor 17, 1963, as did Kr. Walter were . 
interviewed. They could not recall seeing or receiving such 
a tele typo, but one stated that Mr. Walter bad mentioned to 
him in 1968, that he recalled ouch a teletype. Hr. harry °* 
Maynor, who had been Bpocial Agent in Charge in New Orleans 
in 1963, was also interviewed. He had no Knowledge of such 
a teletype. 

VJillian S. Walter has filed a Freedom of Information 
request with this Bureau. On September 22, 1975, Assistant to 
tho Director - Deputy Associate Director Adams was advised 
through a reliable intermediary that Walter claimed to have ft 
copy of the alleged teletype, but was concerned nbout possible 
prosecutive action over having it. Mr. Adams advised tno 
intermediary of our intoroct in obtaining tho copy for appro 
priato examination to determine its authenticity . Mr. Adams 
then contacted Deputy Attorney General Harold R. ’ Jr ‘ ' 

regarding the Department possibly granting immunity from 
prosecution for possession of such a document in the oyent 
Walter mado tho alleged document available. The following 
dav Mr Tyler adviced that lie would authorize such immunity 
iS y u.2 iviXt SoLttr Promptly made available the alleged copy of 
the teletype.
